Cuaiwcaco, January 3.—Now that the “Q” 
strike may co said to be at an end estimates of 
the loss.to the road are being made. The only 
way by which an approximate estimate can be 
made is to take the decrease in net earnings 
this year as compared with last and then make 
due allowance for what the decrease from 
natura! causes would have been had there been 
no strike. The decrease in net earnings from 
January 1, 1558, to the beginning of the strike 
amounted to about $2,000,000. As there was 
no perceptible improvement in business or 
ratesupto tho end of August it is fair to 
presume that the additional decrease 
in the earnings of the company, would 
have been abont $1,500,000, making a total de- 
crease of 21,500,000 had there been no strike: 
Lhe records of the conipany show that from 
January 1, 1858, to October 2, 188%, the decrease 
in net earnings was about 26,500,000, . There- 
fore, deducting the $3,000,009 which. it is esti- 
mated, the company would have lost had there 
been no sirike from the above amount, there 
remains a loss of abont 43,000,000 that can be 
mitributed directly to the strike. The com- 
pany’s ofic'als estimate their loss on account of 
the strike at about $2,000,000, but this is no 
doubt a mistake, asthe loss during the first 
mouth of the strike alone exceeded 21,700,000, 
and the losses for the succeeding three 
months averaged about $700,000 each. 
Consequentiy the estimate that the strike 
cost the company about $3,000,600 is not too 
This money, however, is uot irretrieva- 
bly lost, as it would have been had the strikers 
point. The saving from: de- 
creased salaries will amount to about $50,000 a 
month, or 5000,000a year. Besides the lesson 
received by the trades unions and brother- 
hoods tliat they cannot manage the properties 
of the companies which employ them and dic- 
tate whatever terms they choose, is of incalcu- 
lable value, not only to, the Burlington, but 
every other railroad company inthe country.

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Rose Coghlan scored a great triumph in her 
new pix “Jocelyn,’’ jast night—a triumph in 
every sense of the word.

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| WELL-WATERED STOCK. 
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OF THE NASHVILLE 
AMERICAN ~*~ 
Told by a Paper Conrpany, Which Holds a 
Large -Claim— How Opposition Was 
Bought Up. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jannary 3.—[{Special,]— 
The Stcne Fort Paper company, today, by Vertree 
& Vertree, attorneys, filed a bill in the chancery 
court against the Union aud American Publishing 
company, owners of the American, for the purpose 
of winding up of the Union and American Publish- 
ing company asaninsolyent concern, and asking 
that ‘‘all its assets, franchises and good will be sold 
for the satisfaction of its just debts; that a receiver be 
appointed, if necessary, or whenever the necessity 
shall appear, to take charge of the affairs of the 
same.”’ 

In substance the bil! |}; harzges that the Nashville 
American is indebted to the Stone Fort Paper com’ 
pany for material supplied, and for which plaintifts 
secured judgment November 28, 1838, in the sum of 
$16,767.55 and costs, and execution issued, and was 
Further that sand Union and 
American publishing company’s capital stock is 
now, and has been for more than three 
years past, $120,000 and ho more ; 
That said- company had no right or legal authority

to issue bonds in excess of this amount of capital 


stock, yet June l4ih, 1887, said company ordered 
that $200,000 in bonds be issued and sold to pay the 
floating debt of $22,080,56 and interest. It was also 
ordered that $50,000 of the second mortgage bonds be 
issued to pay jor the:Na‘eial Union. It was also 
ordered ai tnois meeting that the capital stock of the 
Union and American Publishing company be in- 
creascd $130,000, so as to be $300,000in all, and said 
$150,000 1o be given in addition to the $50,000 seeond 
morizage bonds to the snid Union Publishing com- 
pany tor 16% assets. 

“This was so preposterous that it was never done, 
and the capitel was not increasee, neither was said

They held 
the same jointly as a syndicate from before June, 
1887, until they sold the same to D. B. Cooper, in 
November, 1888. Complainants further charge that 
although defendants received and accepted. said 
$200,000 of bonds as purchasers, they did not, in fact, 
pay for the same, but still owe the full value te the 
company ior and on account of the same, That ail 
the bonds in excess of $122,000 are void as 
are also the $140,000 in bonds issued to the Union 
publishing company in July or August, 1888, forme 
ing a part of the $50,000 second mortgage bonds. 
Thatthe Union and American publishing com- 
pany has made some sort of agreement with the 
N: Shiville Democrat pulli hn; company, whereby 
alarge debt, amount unknown, has been attempted 
to be puton the Union and : 
company, as was donein the crse 
The Sbook-Baxter snydicat 
transferred their stock io 
Cooper in November, 1888, and in December he sold 
out to others his interest. 
the stock were, many of them, owners of stock in 
the Nashville Democrat Publishing company, 
which was engaged in publishing an unprofitable 
paper at Nashville. When the interests became 
identified, they caused the American 
to buy out the Democrat at ti 
price unknown to complainants, thus loading 
uown the. Union and Ameriean Publishing com- 
pany still heavier and deeper with debts. Plaintiffs 
charge thatatthistime the floating debt of the 
Union and Ameriean Publishing company is $35,000 
or more. and that it is due and unpaid; that if any 
part of said bonds of either issue are yalid and bind- 
ing, said company is wholly insolvent and its assets 
will pay but a small part of iis debts; and they 
charge that it is insolvent aud has no property sub- 
ject to execution. 

Plaintiff’ ask that ad>cree be rendered and that 
all of said first mortgage bonds be declared void, 
and especially the bonds in excess of $120.00); that 
defendants who purchased the same be required to 
pay the same, and a decree be announced against 
hem forthe par value thereof Without intcresi; that 
all the bonds held by Head & Cherry and de- 
fendants every one be decreed to be ; aid forin full, 
or to be delivered up and canceled; that 
said second mortgage bonds be deciared void, and 
allofthem held by the defendants and said Stahl- 
manin particular be delivered up and cancelled; 
that the Union and Americar Publishing company 
be enjoined from paying any interest on any of said 
bonds, or any debts ofthe company other than cur- 
rent expenses to keep ita going concern until final 
decree of sale; thatthe safe deposit company be 
enjoined from selling said mortgages, ete.; further, 
thataninjunection be issnedto enjoin the several 
defendants from, in any manver, disposing of stock 
or bonds mentioned pending this suit.

NO BEE K SALOONS. 


THE MEN WHO HANDLE THE MUG 
DROP OUT 


To See What the New Council Will Do About 
the Beer License—The C ounty Whisky 
License. 


There isn’t a beer saloon in Atlanta today, 

Every one has shint ap. 

Just now beer cau be bonght at saloons and 
breweries only, and all thisis due to what is 
known asthe Moran amendment to the city 
charter. 

When the anti-prohibition party triumphed a 
year ago and the anti-prohibition council began 
regulating the liquor traffic, it was ascertained 
that a clause in the city charter would not al- 
low a license on liquor higher than $2,000a 
year, or upon beer more than $100a year. At 
first the whisky license was placed at $1,500. 

But that was done by the old council. 

Keioroe the new council—the body of °88— 
wentin, the incoming members had several 
caucuses, during which the government of the 
whisky traflic was discussed. Mr. Woodward, 
who was present, was a strong advocate of 
beer licenses outside the narrow limits pre- 
acribed for whisky saloons. 

The gentleman’s proposition led to a long 
discussion. 

Mr. Woodward claimed that the beer saloons 
would decrease whisky drinki: g and hls. prop- 
osition prevailed by a majority of one when 
the committee voted. 

When the new council was organized the 
zig-zag ordinance was adopted and the whisky 
license putat $1,000, Then the beer saloons 
were licensed at $100, 

Some mouths later the element of the coun 
cilheld another caucus, during which the 
beer traffic was discussed. Mr. Moran agan 
opposed the promiscuous granting of beer 
licenses and introduced a resolution declaring 
itthe sense of the caucus that the license 
should have a five hundred dollar limit rather 
than a one hundred dollar limit, so as to make 
it more in proportion hese the liquor license, 

The caucus adopted Mr. Moran’s resolution 
and instructed him to eer wre at the next 
meeting of the council an ordinance requiring 
the council committee upon legislation to se- 
cure an amendment to the city charter where- 
by the limit should be $500 instead of $100. 

At the next meeting of the council Mr. 
Moran introduced the paper, and after some 
discussion it was referred to the committee 
upon legislation. Later Mr. Collier, chairman 
of that committee, presented the paper, which 
went through the usual course. 

During the recent session of the legislature 
the Moran amendment was granted. 

And then the beer saloon men realized that 
their day had come. 

And on the first every beer saloon in Atlantg 
closed up. 

The state laws regulating the sale of intoxi- 
cants requires every dealer to call upon the 
ordinary on or before the first of January and 
pay a registration fee of one dollar. This reg- 
istration fee gives him the right to pay the 
county and state tax of $50, which ®licenses 
him for one year. 

These two obligations, however, must be 
paid before a glass of liquor ora mug of beer 
can be handed over the counter. 

None of the beer men paid the registration 
fee, and none of the beer men have taken out 
the county and state license. 

And why? 

Because they all fear that the general coun- 
cil will give the license tax the limit—500, 

With a license tax of $500, they would ail 
ZO dead broke, 

The general council meets next Monday and 
among other things the beer license will be up. 
If the council makes the license. tive hundred 
Atlanta will not havea beer saloon. But ii 
the license is not changed every beer jerker 
in Atlanta will go to greeted Calhoun and 
register and then pav his licen 

If any of the duaiers had ps id the tax and 
the coune il f fixes the license too hij oh the state 
would be richer and the beer man poorer. 

Mr. Moran who caused the amendment met 

“The only trouble which the present counci 
has experienced has been in connection with 
granting beer licenses outside the limits. In 
some instances they were even. granted in 
residence communities, and at one time it ap- 
peared as if claimants for such licenses would 
overwhelm the council. The beer license 
was out of all proportion with the 
liquor license and it was felt that it was not 
only right to make the raise to $500, but that 


‘Buch license would choke off the numerous 


applicants for license in residence communi- 
ties and in out-of-the-way places. It still rests 
with the council at what figure the license 
will be placed. But it is safe to say thatit 
will be high enough to prevent the establish- 
ment of liquor dives under the name of beer 
galoons.’’ 
The County Whisky License. 

Yesterday morning the county commission- 
ers held a very important meeting. 

The result Was @ rise and fall in spirits. 

When prohibition was prohibited in Fulton 
county an effort was made to- partially com- 
pensate the prohis by fixing the county license 
at $1,600, Messrs. Jos seph Thompson, pe fF 
Kenny and Frank Pot paid the license and 
began business. 

Afte rw@#ds it was decided to reduce the 
license, aid it was cut down to $1,000 at first, 
and afterwards to $250. The legislature has, 
since then, taken the matterin hand, and anact 
allowing the commissioners to retain all or as 
much of the #1,600 over the $250, as they decm 
proper, was’ passed, leaving it in the power of 
the coimniissioners to re fund or not as they 
pleased. . 

Commissioner Collins, arguing that the 
license was worth no more then than now, 
moved that £1,350 of the license be refunced 
to the men who had paid it. The resolution 
Was Oppo ed and a sharp debate icllowed. 

Mr. Collins stack to his point until defeated, 
and then ofiered a resolution to refund $750. 
This was voted down. 

Then Mr. Collins, knowing that Mr. Hun- 
micutt would vote for it, introduced a 
resolution to return $1,100, which was carried, 
Messrs. Wilsou, alba ah t, Collins and Adair 
voting for it. 

Then came the most important question, the 
fixing of the license for ys » coming year, and 
Mr. Hunnicutt offered a resolution to double 
the tax, raising it from $250 to +500, 

This action was afterwards reconside ered, 
after considerable discussion, and the commis- 
sioners ultimate) agre ‘d te » leave the license 
at the same figure as t year, FZ 

Other routine Lend oir was transacted of an 
unimportant nature, ang the board adjourned.
